An American Invention Whereby a Pnny
Navy May Cope .Successfully With the
Most Pretentious-Dynami- te Bombs Fired
from Ordinary Cannon Good Hye 1 ron-
do (Is.

New York. April 23.

For the first time, u dynamite bomb wa&
successfully thrown from an ordinary
cannon. The place selected for the trial
of this new projectile a trial which, it is
claimed, marks a red-lett- er day in the his-
tory of modern warfare was a long, low
swamp back of Greenville, N. J. A little
group of oen hung about an ordinary
cannon, pointed up the salt marsh. To
the left lay Newark, and to the right
Morris Canal. Another group of men
stood on a bridge across the canal about
a block from the cannon, looking at ihe
first crowd through field-glasse- s. Mr.
F. II. Snyder, the inventor of the
projectile, exhibited the cannon,
an ordinary four-inc- h, twelve poun-
der, from Governor's Island. It was
loaded with one aud one-ha- lf pounds of
powder. Next, a wad made of round
disks of leather, with spiral springs
separating them, held the powder in
place. Then the projectile itself was
put in place. It looks much like a
very large cartridge about a foot long
and lour inches in diameter. Five
pouuds of dynamite were stored in the
upper end of the projectile and the
lower end slides Into a case contain-
ing a rubber cushion full of holes.
The dynamite represented the bullet of
an ordinary cartridge, and the cushion
was in the place occupied by the powder.
This rubber cushion was the secret ol
the invention. Through it the dyna-

mite is thrown from the gun without ex-

ploding.
UNDER ORDINARY CIRCt'MSTAXCES

the shock of the exploding powder would
ignite the dynamite before it left the gun,
but this cushion counteracts the effect of
the shock, and the bomb is fired without
feeling the sudden blow as the powder
behind it explodes. The cannon was
loaded, and a long wire attached to it
leading to the bridge. The men who be-

fore had occupied places on the
bridge moved to a hill several blooks
further away. A bald-heade- d man, with
a blue coat hid behind a boat with his
fingers in his ears. There was only room
for one there, aud his companion, with
his silk hat grasped firmly in his hand,
went scudding swiftly up the tow path
of the canal. A third spectator strug-
gled, ankle deep, in a cistern marsh.

"Are you all ready?" sang out the man
at the wire. Every one on the bridge tried
to get behind his neighbor as the word
was given. A puff of smoke, a loud re-

port, and the rubber buffer and the wad
were seen to drop a hundred yards away.
A second later a shower of earth flew up
nearly a mile distant. Where the shot
struck the earth was soft and, as ex-

pected, the dynamite did not explode. A

party of men sent to dig up the missile,
after digging down six feet, gave up for
the evening. Next a projectile for naval
warfare was shot across the water. This
was of wood, brass capped, four feet
long, shaped like a cigar, and at the lower
end had four wings of steel, placed pre-

cisely as the feathers of an arrow.
The theory was that the shot
would strike the water, ricochet,
and, skipping over the waves,

to the most powerful vessel. A young
man brought the missile on his shoulder
aud placed it gingerly by the side of the
cannon. Mr. Snyder unscrewed the
pointed end and put in more dynamite.
Again the word was given, and the bomb
went skipping over the bay toward New-

ark. The wooden part broke, however,
so the rotary motion expected to be given
was not shown. It had been intended to
recover the projectiles that had been fired
and explode them afterward, but as one
was too deep in the marsh and the other
in the water, the dynamite in the dinner
pail was touched off instead. Explaining
his invention Mr. Snyder said, "I have
been working on this for two years. A
twenty-poun- d projectile, sufficient to an-

nihilate the most powerful vessel, can be
made for $20 less than the cost of an or-

dinary shell. The Invention of this rub-
ber seems a simple, every-da- y thing, but
that is its beauty." The experiments
were mace by the Dynamite Projectile
Company, of No. 200 Broadway. The
Government will try the shells at Sandy
Hook in a few days.

BADLY BUNKOED.

An Illinois Banker Badly Fleeced by Oenver
Bunko Men He Returns to His Home
Only to be Overtaken Suddenly by Death.

When Harvey Holman.anold citizen and
banker of Chillicothe, in this County, died
suddenly here last Sunday, on his return
from Denver, it was rumored that while
in that city he had fallen a v ictim to tin
bunko stecrers. The amount.of which he
had been defrauded was placed at several
hundred dollars. Yesterday it was ascer-
tained that the sum was really $10,000. Mr.
Ilolman had drawn checks for the sum,
and, as he supposed, saw them de-

stroyed. This pretended destruction
was simply to keep Mr. Ilolman from
complaining to the police. The checks
were sent on to Chillicothe, and the face
paid by Mr. Hotmail's bank. Mr. Ilol-
man became aware of this when he
reached here, and it is probable the
distress and anxiety of mind he. experi-
enced hastened his death.

Returns received yesterday, particu-
larly those from the city, were a surprise
to all.

nicipal ticket is elected by an overwhelm-
ing majority, and that the opposition has
not, in the entire city, elected a candi-
date except one alderman.

The vote in
1878 in the same parishes was: Wiltz,
Democrat, 51,015; Ueattie, Republican,
24,241; Democratic majority, 27,374.
This indicates a Democratic gain of 189.
McEncry iu these parishes runs from
three to four thousand behind the rest of
the Democratic ticket, due to the bitter-
ness engendered among certain opponents
during the canvass for the nomi-
nation. The vote on the debt amend-
ment is very mixed, and the brokers were
afraid to do anything iu bonds, the re-

turns being so unexpected. The returns
from only eighteen parishes are at hand.
In this point New Orleans gives a ma-
jority in favor of the amendment of
20,000. Seventeen counties and par-
ishes give a majority against it of
0,113. The only question is, will the
other parishes cast a vote sufficiently
large against it to offset the city vote?
So far as learned the Republican lose
two members of the Legislatures and
the Independents gain five. In no por-
tion of the State did any trouble or dis-
turbance of any kind occur.

Besot ved, That President Arthur, com-
ing Into his high office under circum-
stances of extraordinary embarrassment
and difficulty, by the patience, justice
and sagacity with which he has dis-
charged its duties, has strengthened
his party, honored himself, benefited the
country, and earned the respect and grati-
tude of the whole country.

!,si.lrrd, That the Republicans of Con-
necticut pledge their loyal and hearty
support to the nominees of the Chicago
Convention.

Besolred, That, without instructing the
delesrat.es this day appointed as regards
any particular candidates, and reposing
full confidence in their wisdom, we place
on record our firm conviction that the sit-
uation demands tbe nomination of candi-
dates of approved ability and character
and large experience in public affairs,
and that if iu the judgment of our dele-
gates the proper occasion shall arise they
will meet the unanimous sentiments of
the Republican party of this State if they
present the name of Joseph R. Hawley as
a candidate for President of tbe United
States.

Arrival of the Alert In New York After a
Stormy Passage ' The Strongest Ship
Afloat" Carte Blanche Orders to Coal-
man der Schley Departure of the Bear
for the Arctic Seas.

Nw York, April 24.
The Alert, presented to the United

States by the British Oovernmeut for the
Greely relief expedition, arrived Tuesday.
At the gaff of tbe Alert the American flag
was flying, and a pennant streamed from
the mainmast. Lieutenant Commander
C. V. Goodrich was in commaad. The
crew consisted of twenty-nin- e men who
were engaged to make the voyage,
with the understanding that they were to
shift for themselves. "Minister Lowell
fortunately selected an excellent crew,"
said the commander, "for the ship had a
terrible passage. We were twenty-fou- r

days in coming across. The winds were
pretty fair most of t he time, but there were
strong westerly gales ou the 8th antl 0th
inst. The barometer kept low, and the seas
rery high. I consider this the strongest ship
afloat." Continued the commander:
she was not so stanch she would hardly
have stood tbe voyage. Originally the
Alert was a corvette, built for the Eng-
lish naval service in 1K5;. She was prac-
tically rebuilt for Sir George Nares when
he made his polar exploration. Her
planking was thickened, extra frames
added, heavy stringers inserted, and ad-

A Parly of Settlers in Sinitliirn Colorado
ICeicHKurcd and Supposed to Have Been

Mend, Attn Heroic Fight, by a
Band of Navajo Indians.

TKNVEri. t'oi... April Sft.

A. Johnson, present at the recent light
the Navajos aud w lutes at Mitch-

ell's place, Lower San Juan River, South-
ern Colorado, arrived In Durango yester-
day. Johnson says: "Myself, Wm.
Greene and Yictor Neff arrived at Mitch-
ell's store the evening of the 16th.
A party of a dozen Navajo Indians
came to the store. One drew a
gun on Edward Mitchell. While
the quarrel progressed a Navajo named
Rye Lily commenced removing the buck-
skin from his rifle, and other Indian- - ran
for their guns that were standing against
the store. Both the Indians and whites
began firing. After about twenty-liv- e

shots were exchanged the Indians retreat-
ed across the river, leaving one dead on
the ground. None of the whites were
hurt.

The whites then proceeded to throw nr.
a fortification, while the women showed
great nerve cnrrylng tubs of water to
supply them in case of a siege. Johnson
then started for Fort Lewis. The com-
manding officer Immediately started a
squad of cavalry to the relief of
Mitchell's. When they reached Bowen
Ferry a Navajo came in and reported that
the Utes had killed all the whites at
Mitc hell's place.

So far no other word has been received,
and Johnson fears all the whites have
leen massacred. It Is not probable that
the Utes went to the scene to avenge the
death of tbe Navajo Indian. It Is com-
mon for one tribe to lay its crimes to
another.
